Chief Justice Earl Warren, has 
said the FBI failed to notify the 
Secret Service that the assassin, 
Lee Harvey Oswald, was in Dal- 
las last Nov. 22, the day Kenne- 
dy was slain. 


In New York 
City 
alone, 


Hoover complained, 7,000 per- 
sons would have to be taken out 
of circulation every time a pres- 
ident makes a public appear- 
ance if it were deemed neces- 
sary to remove "every individ- 
ual who might threaten the 
safety of the president." 


However, the FBI director 


said, his office is turning over to 
the Secret Service the names of 
"thousands of beatniks, crack- 
pots and kooks." 


Hoover appeared before the 


commission last May 14 and 
told newsmen after testifying 
the panel was doing "a very 
thorough job." He said it had 
"even gone beyond what a rea- 
sonable man would have expect- 
ed" in accumulating evidence.

Castro Spies 
Infiltrate 
Cuban Exiles

MIAMI, Fla. (AP)-A creepy 


feeling of Fidel Castro spies 
infiltrating the United States is 
growing in the Cuban exile colo- 
ny. U.S. authorities say the sit- 
uation is under control. 


The head of an anti-Castro 


organization 
with 
an 
intelli- 


gence department of its own 
estimates more than 1 per cent 
of the Cuban refugees in this 
country are Communist agents. 
About 200,000 cubans have come 
since Castro's 1959 takeover. 


Another exile leader, whose 


office claims wide access to ex- 
ile and Cuban underground in- 
formation, estimated the num- 
ber of Castro agents at 5,000, 
including Cubans and Ameri- 
cans, 


An official of the State De- 


partment's Cuban affairs office 
here described such claims as 
without substantiation. 


Miami district immigration 


director Robert Woytych said 
his men screen out spies by 
"one of the most efficient tech- 
niques yet devised." 


"Our record is so tremendous 


that no cases have been brought 
to light," he said. 


The Cuban who issued the es- 


timate of 5,000 agents said: 
"Many have lived in the United 
States since before Castro, and 
are American citizens. They can 
cross back and forth into Mexi- 
co freely. The Cuban Embassy 
in Mexico is the hub of the spy 
network." 


The exile produced a list of

1C. Wallace intervene, they are 
doomed to die in a gaudy yellow 
electric chair.

One Year

DALLAS (AP) - The driver 


swihgs his car into Elfn Street. 
He passes the nondescript or- 
ange brick building. The under- 
pass lies just ahead. Once more 
the prickling begins in the back 
of His neck. 


Here, at this place on the 


street, the first shot hit. 


The car slips through the brief 


shadow of the underpass and 
turns into Stcmmons Freeway. 


The 
tired 
businessman is 


heading home. And the prickly 
feeling, the compulsive recogni- 
tion- of the Texas School Book 
Depository, of the Triple Under- 
pass have become part of his 
day; 


This is the way it is in Dallas 


now, 
and perhaps always will 


be, for thousands of people who 
go home from work a certain 
way — and who were here on 
Nov. 
22, 1963 when John F. Ken- 


nedy came to town and Lee 
Harvey Oswald poked his rifle 
out a window of the Texas 
School Book Depository and 
fired 
the bullets that killed 


President Kennedy and wound- 
ed Gov. John Connally. 


There was more than grief in 


Dallas that weekend a year ago. 
There were shock, shame and 
agonizing 
s e 1 f-examination. 


There have been changes in 
Dallas since. 


The people no longer talk 


much about the assassination, 
but it lies deep within them. 


"Sometimes it comes unbid- 


den," 
an 
executive 
said. 


"Maybe when you're shaving in 
the morning, when there is no 
reason in the world for you to 
think about it. It's sort of like 
feeling an old scar. Maybe it 
hurts only a little, or maybe it 
doesn't hurt at all any more — 
but it's there." 


A year ago, questions of per- 


sonal 
and 
community guilt 


seared Dallas. 


Few, if any, in Dallas believe 


•now that the city was to blame, 
or feel personal guilt. When the 
Warren Commission report was 
released, with its comment that 
the assassination could not be 
linked to any "climate" in Dal- 
las, newspaper editorials, offi- 
cials and people on the street 
said, in effect — see, Dallas is 
innocent, just as we knew all 
along. 


But the glare of attention had 


long before made them see 
something else — that, Dallas 
had become known as a strong- 
hold 
of 
extreme 
rightwing 


thought and action. Some had 
decided to change that. 


Soon after the assassination, 


Southern Methodist University 
began a program of joining with 
city leaders in examining com- 
munity problems of law and 
morality. This is continuing. 


Last December, a small group 


of Democrats formed the North 
Dallas Democratic Club. By the 
time of the second meeting, the 
club had 400 members. By elec- 
tion time it had 1,600 and had 
changed its name to Greater 
Dallas Democrats. 


Last summer, more than 300 


leading businessmen formed a 


group called Businessmen for 
Johnson. Many of them had 
been voting Republican since at 
least 1952. Harry S. TrUfflart in 
1948 
had been the last Dertw 


cratic presidential candidate to 
carry the county. 


President Johnson carried it 


on Nov. 3 by a crashing majori- 
ty. Former Mayor Earle Cabell, 
a Democrat, defeated U.S. Rep. 
Bruce Alger, who once identi- 
fied himself in the House as an 
extremist. 
Republicans 
won 


only one county office. 


A year ago, Erik Jonsson* 


then president of the Dallas Cit- 
izens Council, a group of top 
executives who try to guide'the 
city in what they consider its 
best interests, said: "I think 
there will be a re-evaluation 
here. Time is on our side." 


On Jan. 1, Stanley Marcus, 


president of the NeimatvMarcUs 
Store, bought a half-page ad in 
each of Dallas' daily newspa- 
pers to discuss the problem of 
"absolutism" in Dallas. 


Does he think Dallas still suf- 


fers from this problem? 


"Have you seen the election 


results?" said Marcus. "Dallas 
is changing — there are good 
winds blowing. There will still 
be differences of opinion, as 
there should be. But gradually 
people are beginning to realize 
that not only are there two sides 
to every question but often' three 
or four. So I'm optimistic." 
• 


Dallas people are less sensi- 


tive now about visiting other 
cities; they seldom run into the 
bitter remarks and sneers that 
met them in the months.just 
after the assassination. When 
they go into other states, people 
question them about Dallas — 
but curiously, not bitterly. 


And the city has had plenty of 


visitors. There have been un- 
ending conventions, including 
national meetings of the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce and the 
American Legion. 


Business has never been bet- 


ter. The towers soar, the lights

Christmas at Neiman-Marcus, 
the opera season is on, the sym- 
phony is bigger than ever, new 
managers try off and on to 
make a go of Jack Ruby's old 
strip joint, and soon the Christ- 
mas decorations will be out. 


Jonsson has urged the city's 


ministers to take note of the 
Kennedy anniversary — espe- 
cially since Nov. 22 falls on Sun- 
day.

were a year ago. 


In another year, construc- 


tion may have started on Ken- 
nedy Memorial Plaza. This will 
be a quiet park a block and a 
half from the scene of the as- 
sassination. The city and public 
have raised $225,000 for the 
plaza and for donations Jo the 
Kennedy Library in Boston; 


From Kennedy Plaza, you will 


be able to walk to the scne of 
the assassination — the School 
Book Depository and the street 
dropping into the underpass 
through Dealey Plaza.

ration ; relieving woWd' hunger, 
and! the right.of;governments to 
have defensive nuclear arms. 


The five cardinals and 285 


archbishops and bishops of the 
United States make up the sec- 
ond! largest national hierarchy 
in Roman Catholicism, exceed- 


ed only by Italy's 430; prelates, 
They represent 44 million Cath- 
olics, almost equal to,the entire 
population of Italy. 


At the initial council session 


in 1962 they were largely listen- 
ers and followers. Critics- sug* 
gested they might go down in 
history* as ''the silent cRufcli" if 
they remained on the sidelines. 


At the second sesSioti in 1963 


they began to emerge with self- 
confidence and sign up on the 
speaking list to present their 
viewpoints, often in the name of 
many or all of the U.S. bishops. 


At this current third session 


they moved into the spotlight. 


Cardinals Richard Gushing of 


Boston, Albert Meyer of Chica- 
go and Joseph Ritter of St. 
Louis all arose Sept. 23 to voice 
a plea for freedom of conscience 
in every man in following the 
religion he believes.
